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Heinrichs W. Bagatais 

During the early part of 1963 NY T-l another 
government agency which conducts security type 
Investigations advised that Heinrichs K. Bagatais 
a former chairman in 1957 of Daugavas Vanagi (Latvian 
Veterans Organization) , New York City, New York, is 
suspected of Russian intelligence service: involvement 
by an official German source* Bagatais has spent the 
past year in Australia and was expected to arrive in 
New York during the early part of 1963. Some of his 
personal belongings wero known to be stored with Irena 
Nadzins a nurse who resides at 412 Cathedral Parkway 
West, New York, New York. NY T-l described Bagatais 
as a quiet person, fairly intelligent and likeable and 
he is on friendly terms with the family of Edgars (or 
Edvards) Rickstins residing at 101 or 107 West 109th 
Street, New York, New York. Rickstins is a former captain 
in the Latvian Array. 

Iosnigration and Naturalization Service (INS) 
records, Now York City, New York, reflect Heinrichs 
Bagatais was admitted to the United States at Ndw York, 

New York, on December 15, 1951, under the Latvian 
quota as an eligible displaced person (visa granted 
under Displaced Persons Act of 194S as amended). His 
destination was listed as In care of Mrs. Irene 
Nadzina, 194 Cherry Street, Waterbury, Connecticut.

On June 19. 19*>3, Mr, Alfred Berzina, Radio Free 
Europe, 2 Park Avenue, New York City, New York, who is 
active in Latvian organizations in the United States advised 
SAS of the FBI that he first met Bagatais during 1957 when 
Bagatais was Chairman of Daugavas.Vanagi. Berzins advised 
that Daugavas Vanagi is strongly anti-Consnunist in its beliefs 
and Bagatais has been very active ih this organization during 
the years that he ha3 been in the United States. 

Berzins heard that Bagatais went to Australia 
for one year during 1962 to visit his mother's home 
and he returned to the United States during the approximate 
month of March or April of 1963. Berzins further stated 
that there had been some talk concerning how Bagatais 
was able to obtain the large amount of money necessary 
for travel to Australia. He has learned that Bagatais 
obtained a ioan from a bank for this trip and travelled 
by merchant ship. 1 

Mr. Berzins stated that he had ascertained that 
Bagatais is presently residing at 412 Cathedral Parkway, 

New York, N<?w York. 

He also stated that he has heard nothing of 
a derogatory nature concerning Bagatais and that he 
in highly respected by Latvians. in the New York area. 

Bagatais is considered a Jatvian war hero andwas — 

wounded while fighting against the Russians during 
World War II as a member of the Latvian contingent of 
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Heinrichs VI. Bagatai3 

. thp Goman Army. Mr, Ucrs.lns has no reason to dcubt 
the loyalty or Bagataio to the United States. 

On July 12, 1963* Reverend Rlohard Zarina, 

Pastor of tho Latvian Evangolical Lutheran church, . 

New York, New York, who resides at 564 Scdonu Street, 
Brooklyn, Nov; York, wao interviewed by SAG or the 
FBI* Reverend Zarina stated that he has been acquainted 
withBanataio since tho latter first came to the United 
Statoo during 1951* He commented that Bagataic 
had boon an officer in the Latvian contingent of the 
German Anay which fought against Russia during Uorld 
War II. Sinae he has been in the United States he 
has been very active In Daugcvas Vanagi. Bagatais 
attends services of Reverend Zarinc church on special 
holidays but as of this da to ho has not Joined the 
church* 

Reverend Zarina described Bagataia as an 
individual who is interested in the classics and he 
lo ..known to have a fine collection of paintings. Sarins 
had numerous contacts with Bagatais during tho time 
that he wns Chairman of tho Baugh vas Yanagi. inuring 
this period of time Datigavac Vanagi sponsored maiiy 
conocrto and as such Reverend Sai’ins and Bagatais 
wero brought into close contact with each other. 

Several years ago Bagatais travelled to 
Australia as a tourist* Then during 1?62 he went to 
Australia with the intention of remaining in that 
country. However during April or May of 1963 he returned, 
to the United States. lie returned because he was 
disillusioned with Australia and believed that the 
United States wan a better country in which to live, 
lie further stated that Bagatais is very interested in' 
traveling and would much prefer to spend money for 
travel^ than to purchase u car or a house. 

Oagabaln lo highly thought of among Latvians •. 
in the Now York Area uiul Reverend Zarlrtn has never heal’d 
anything of a derogatory nature concerning him and ho 
has no reason to df.-ibt lUigutaifl 1 loyalty to the United 
States. if-
